Fish Springs Trip 

The end of the month is the beginning of the official club detection season, 
starting with the first club outing to Fish Springs. We will be leaving the Redwood 
Multipurpose Center promptly at 8:45 Saturday morning, heading south to Lehi 
and then west thru Fairfield to the old Pony Express trail. We will stop in Fairfield 
for gas, as it is the last service station before Wendover, 150 miles farther along 
(120 miles of which are graded roads). It will take about 2 1/2 hours to travel to 
Fish Springs. There are several old buildings (ghosts included) at Fish Springs for 
anyone camping out. Several of us will leave Sat. evening thru Gold Hill to Nevada 
& return via Wendover (there is less traveling on dirt roads). 

Fish Springs was discovered only in 1899, dispite the outcrops of the ore 
veins being in sight of the old overland stage route. Apparently, the miners were 
in such a hurry to get to California that they overlooked what was literally in front 
of their eyes. The next 10 years saw the typical mining camp boom, with several 
shootings & murders thrown in to keep things active. The camp was so isolated 
that when one miner killed his partner, the judge gave him only 10 months, as it 
was a clear case of cabin fever! Some of the ore veins were very rich, but were all 
of small size (shipping only several hundred thousand tons over a 50 year preiod), 
so the camp was never very large. The last mining activity was in 1979 when Utah 
International leased most of the camp to explore for a large low grade deposit just 
to the north of the origional workings.

business at the CLUB SALOON was Cissolved in September, Stating he would not be 
responsible in any way for the business while conducted by Victor Youngberg. 


MCEWAN & YOUNGSERG,did operate the CiUB SALOON, from 1904 to 1909, after which this 
partnership was cissolved, Then McEwan & Bircumshaw did join into parternship, and 
even though they issued a token which did depict the name of MC & B,l personally 

feel they did m=xe use of the token, which does depict THE CLUB BAR, As records would 
incicate that lic tan & Bircumshaw were issued a retail liquor license stating the 
CuUS SALCON,then after prohibition came into being,they made use of the token that 
would depict the following:.....THE CLUB....MC & B......
